1. Wlien this Committee was established in 1964 under the 
USIB, it quickly became evident that one of the best means of 
carrying out the fundamental responsibilities with which it was 
charged was through the use of a variety of publications. These 
range from a comprehensive Annual Report describing the counter- 
measures activities of the entire intelligence community, to 
Information Notices which are issued periodically throughout 

the year. 

2. Other publications have included a six-volume set of 
reports covering the capabilities of foreign governments to conduct 
audio surveillance. Procedural Guides concerned with the conduct 
of countermeasures surveys by technicians. Technical Application

material. These publications are widely distributed throughout 
the intelligence community with many reaching overseas recipients 
as well. Almost all these reports contain photographs, drawings, 
and circuit diagrams.
